“Pursuant to the decision taken at the 6336th meeting, the President 
recognized the presence at the Council table of Mr. Luis Moreno-Ocampo, 
Prosecutor of the International Criminal Court, in accordance with rule 39 of 
the Council’s provisional rules of procedure.
